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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a 
patent. 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(A) as being anticipated by Lee 
et al (6377653). Lee teaches a method of calibrating bone density index for different 
radiographing conditions (abstract) comprising the steps: 

1. preparing an x-ray image by radiographing a bone and a phantom 
(sawtooth) together 

2. attaining bone density indexes from the x-ray image of the bone and 
phantom 

3. calibrating the bone index with the index of the phantom 

(lines 49-54 of column 2). This is done multiple times for various radiographing 
conditions (lines 6-12 of column 1). Step 2 comprises gray scale analysis of the x-ray 
images (lines 23-45 of column 4), and lines 6-15 of column 5 teach that the method may 
be embodied as a computer program. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lee as above. Lee does not mention the composition of his phantom, but it would have 
been obvious to emply therefore a material (such as acrylic, styrene etc) whose x-ray 
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absorption was close to that of bone so as to limit the dynamic range required for 
imaging. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
